A BUSINESSMAN is changing the lives 
of scores of poverty-stricken Indian 
women by lending them cash to get their 
businesses off the ground. 

More than 30 women living in a rural area 
near Hyderabad have been able to assure the 
future for them and their families after a timely 
injection by 32-year-old Chris Evans. Chris, 
who runs an IT business and lives in Tottenham, 
set up Blighty Bank, a non-profit organisation 
lending between £50 and £100 to women who 
would not get approval for a bank loan. 

He explained: “These women are very poor 
and completely uncreditworthy with no assets. 
But they use the money to start up businesses 
such as selling dried fish or cooking and selling 
dosas, Indian pancakes, which can help support 
them and their families. 

“No one has ever trusted these women or lent 
money to them before so they find it a very 


strange experience. They can’t read or write and 
often print with their thumbs to say they’ve 
received the money. But we have so far lent to 
31 women with a 100 per cent success rate. 

“I get a very nice feeling from helping these 
women. It’s a very nice balance between rushing 
around in the rat race with clients interested in 
profits and then helping these women. It is an 
affordable project - and it works.” 

In a situation Chris likened to the BBC series 
Dragons’ Den, women queue up to explain their 
business ideas to Chris and his two partners. 
They then pay back the money in weekly install¬ 
ments. He said: “It is like a women’s club so 
there is a bit of peer pressure on them to pay 
back their loans and most definitely a sense of 
pride is involved. It’s very touching.” 

Now Chris is on the hunt for more would-be 
social entrepreneurs to get involved. Anyone

Sir Paul praises police 
in return to shop floor

LONDON’S top police chief visited 
Haringey last week to thank staff for their 
hard work and tour the Quicksilver patrol 
base in Wood Green. 

The Metropolitan Police Commissioner, 
Sir Paul Stephenson, paid a rare visit to 
the borough to meet rank and file officers 
at the base in Western Road last Thursday. 

It came a day after he spoke out against 
government proposals to lock up fewer 
criminals to cut costs, saying he was 
“rather fond of villains going to prison”. 

Sir Paul said: “I like to try to come and 
talk to people to find out what’s working 
and what isn’t working. Haringey is a 
borough which has some very significant 
challenges but also has a very good track 
record of good police leadership and ser¬ 
vices. I’m very proud of what they are 
achieving here and I’m just asking them 
to do a bit more - that’s my job! 

“I do manage to get out and about quite 
a lot, but not as often as I would like. It is 
important. If you are going to lead an 
organisation, you have to understand 
what the organisation is. To me, this is 
the shop floor. Finding out what is going 
on and talking to people is, I think, a 
hugely important part of leadership.” 

On the subject of burglaries, a policing 
priority in Haringey, Sir Paul said: 
“Sometimes you just forget what a 
heinous offence it is - some people have 
to sell their houses afterwards. But it’s 
not an everyday occurrence, you have to 
remember that.” 


Sir Paul also chatted with borough 
commander Dave Grant and other senior 
officers before meeting Cass Paton, an 
assistant forensic practitioner who has 
won an award for her work identifying 
victims of the 2004 tsunami. 

“How can you not be proud and posi¬ 
tive when you have people like this 
working for you?” he said. “I can’t think 
of anything that impacts you more as a 


boss than when you meet people who are 
so positive and dedicated to their job. 
Meeting people like Ms Paton here is a 
real tonic.” 

Sir Paul became Met Commissioner in 
January 2009, becoming responsible for 
more than 30,000 police officers and 
10,000 civilian staff as well as managing 
the country’s anti-terror strategy.

NHS defends 
plan to shut 
walk-in clinic 

PLANS to close an out-of-hours 
walk-in clinic in Hornsey to 
save cash have sparked concern 
from opposition councillors. 

Haringey Liberal Democrats 
have demanded a halt on plans 
to end the pilot scheme that 
provides an 8am-8pm service 
at Hornsey Central 
Neighbourhood Health Centre, 
in Park Road. The service will 
be suspended from September 1. 

Councillor David Winskill, 
Lib Dem health spokesman, 
said: “Hornsey Central was 
built to bring health services 
closer to local people and to 
relieve A&E departments, but 
this sudden decision risks 
having the opposite effect.” 

An NHS Haringey spokesman 
said: “The pilot scheme was 
due to end in July. 

“We recognised that the 
walk-in service was also being 
used as an alternative to 
routine GP appointments. 

Our original intention was to 
continue the pilot while 
evaluating how the walk-in 
service complemented other 
services. Due to the financial 
difficulties of the GP out-of¬ 
hours service and impact on 
the primary care trust, this is 
no longer an option.”

Drug smuggler is jailed after 
deadly rum kills taxi driver

A “DECEITFUL and selfish” man has 
been jailed for 20 years for killing a 
taxi driver from Haringey with liquid 
cocaine disguised as rum. 

Lascelle Malcolm died of a heart 
attack triggered by cocaine poisoning 
after unwittingly drinking some of the 
cocaine-laced Bounty Rum in May last 
year. The bottle contained enough cocaine 
to make £20,000 on the street, and just 
one teaspoon of the deadly cocktail was 
enough to kill a person. 

The 63-year-old, of Rutland Gardens, 
Finsbury Park, was given the drink as a 
gift after collecting his close friend 
Antoinette Corlis from Gatwick Airport 
when she returned from a holiday in St 
Lucia. He drove her back to her home in 
Haringey and, as he refused to take a 
cash payment for the trip, she passed 
him a bottle of rum. 

It emerged that Ms Corlis had been 
given the drink by a Swiss travelling 
companion, Michael Lawrence, who was 
carrying the bottles for Martin Newman. 

Newman, from Wadeville Avenue, 
Romford, was found guilty of Mr 
Malcolm’s manslaughter at Croydon 
Crown Court last Wednesday. He had 
duped Mr Lawrence into taking the 
bottles on to the flight on his behalf, say¬ 
ing he had exceeded his baggage allow¬ 
ance. Newman had intended to collect 
the bottles from the unsuspecting Mr 
Lawrence as he arrived at Gatwick, but 
customs officers swooped on him before 
he could get them.

Mr Malcolm tragically drunk the rum, 
along with a pint of Guinness, on May 
25, immediately falling ill. He was taken 
to The Whittington Hospital, in Archway, 
and later discharged, but he collapsed at 
home and suffered a heart attack trig¬ 
gered by the massive overdose. 

The link to the suspect bottle of rum 


only emerged later the next day after two 
of Mr Malcolm’s friends, Charles 
Roach, 41, and Trevor Tugman, 38, 
arrived at his house to pay their respects. 
They found the rum and, raising a toast to 
Mr Malcolm, they both drank the cocaine 
and suffered seizures. They survived 
their ordeal after spitting out the drink. 

Mr Malcolm’s grieving widow Gretal 
spoke after the sentence was read out, 
describing her late husband as a “loving, 
kind-hearted man”. 

She said: “My husband paid the ulti¬ 
mate price for Martin Newman’s deceit¬ 
ful, selfish and dangerous operation of 
importing drugs into the UK. Justice 
was served today when he was convicted 
of drug importation and the manslaugh¬ 
ter of my husband. 

“The past 14 months have been a liv¬ 
ing nightmare for our family and we 
were left with so many unanswered 
questions. Now we can begin to build 
our lives again and remember Lascelle.” 

Detective Constable Paul Coyle, of 
Haringey CID, said: “This was an 
unusual and tragic case which saw a 
good deed end in a father’s death. Mr 
Malcolm had only wanted to assist a 
friend and the friend in turn had only 
wanted to thank him. Had Newman not 
arranged for the potent and deadly drug 
to be imported, the tragic sequence of 
events would never have occurred. 

“Mr Malcolm’s family and friends 
have been left devastated by his death, 
and his two close friends who visited his 
home were lucky to survive.”

Residents foot 
£500k bill for 
council website 


HARINGEY COUNCIL has spent 
more than £500,000 on its website 
redesign, making it the UK’s fourth 
most expensive council website. 

The website www.haringey.gov.uk 
also costs up to £200,000 each year 
to maintain, without taking into 
account staff salaries, a Freedom 
of Information survey of all 
authorities in England has 
revealed. Website redesigns cost 
most councils less than £15,000, 
but Haringey spent £503,905 for 
the overhaul seven years ago. 

Neighbouring Enfield spent a 
small fraction of Haringey’s payout 
- just £5,744 - on its last redesign. 

The site includes information 
about all council services and also 
has a webcast facility which allows 
residents to watch live meetings in 
the council chamber. 

The council has said it intends to 
bring down the cost of the site. 

The live webcasting facility has 
been put out to tender, which it 
hopes will “significantly reduce 
the costs of that service”. 

A spokeswoman said: “The web 
is a much cheaper way of informing 
residents of services than others 
such as phone calls. We have already 
switched to using YouTube for free 
hosting of videos. Where real sav¬ 
ings can be made without affecting 
service quality then we will 
certainly look to using alternatives.” 

She added that the website’s 
content management system will 
soon need replacing to “encourage 
residents to make greater use of 
online services”.

From burglaries 
to the tsunami - the 
meticulous work 
of a real-life CSI 


F ACED with the chaotic 
scene of a brutal murder 
or the aftermath of a terri¬ 
fying rape, most people would 
baulk and run a mile. But that 
sort of situation is just another 
day at the office for award¬ 
winning Haringey assistant 
forensic practitioner Cass Paton, 
whose job it is to take a deep 
breath and wade right on in. 

Cass’ dedication in helping to 
identity British victims of the 
2004 tsunami in Asia earned her 
a commendation from the Asso¬ 
ciation of Chief Police Officers, 
and the 31-year-old also found 
herself in line for special praise 
from Met Commissioner Paul 
Stephenson when he visited 
Haringey last Thursday. 

Cass has been with the 
Haringey force for two years. 

She told the Advertiser: “I was 
at college doing my A-levels 
when my dad was made redun-

dant. So I stopped studying and 
got a job working at Tesco to 
help pay the mortgage. I wasn’t 
happy there and remember look¬ 
ing around thinking ‘what am I 
doing here?’ 

“I used to watch a lot of police 
shows and I really wanted to be 
one of those ‘duster people’, as I 
called them at the time. Then 
I was browsing the internet for 
jobs and saw that the Met was 
looking for forensic officers. I 
thought this is my chance - I’m 
going to do this.” 

After spending time working 
in Barnet and Hillingdon, Cass 
now spends her days painstak¬ 


ingly scouring scenes of bur¬ 
glary, rape, assault and some¬ 
time even murder in Haringey 
for vital clues which often prove 
vital in bringing those responsi¬ 
ble to justice. 

Among the convictions she has 
helped bring is that of Richard 
Baumoller, a scaffolder from 
Edmonton who assaulted and 
threatened to rape a pregnant 
woman at her home in Totten¬ 
ham last year. Cass also assisted 
with the conviction of 27-year- 
old Nicolai Radu, who drugged 
men he met in clubs in Soho in 
order to steal their laptops, bank 
cards and mobile phones. 

She said: “I found some tiny 
pieces of capsule in the bottom 
of a wine glass in one of the 
flats. It was a drug called liquid 
diazepam which is a very pow¬ 
erful painkiller and which 
linked back to the other scenes.” 

But the work of which Cass is 
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most proud is when she became 
part of Operation Bracknell, 
launched by police to identify 
British victims of the tsunami 
which killed 230,000 people. 

More than 2,500 UK officers 
were dispatched from forces 
around the country to trace the 
missing, identify bodies and 
support bereaved families from 
their base at the Peel Centre 
in Hendon. 

Cass said: “One man begged 
me to bring home the body of 
his partner. It was pretty heart¬ 
breaking to see from a personal 
point of view, because he had 
obviously survived it but knew 
she had not. Eventually her 
body was found and it was amaz¬ 
ing to give him that closure. 

“We would go to families’ 
homes and get DNA from the 
parents, sisters and brothers of 
missing people as well as their 
personal items such as tooth¬ 
brushes and razors. 

“We got so involved that we 
were working 18 hours a day for 
seven days a week. No one was 
asking us to do it but we wanted 
to. The families were massively 
appreciative of the lengths we 
were going to.” 

While technological advances 
in recent years have enabled

more crimes to be solved, 
meticulousness is the key to 
Cass’ job. It involves seeking 
out clues which can be invisible 
to the naked eye - the tools of 
her trade include a camera to 
document scenes in a series of 
photos (often crucial as visual 
aids for juries) a set of brushes 
to test for fingerprints, shoe and 
tool marks, and test kits for 
blood, saliva and semen. 

Cass and her colleagues are 
even trained to recognise, at a 
glance and from often a tiny or 
incomplete circle or zigzag, 
which brand of trainer left a par¬ 
ticular mark. She makes a point 


of tracking her cases through 
the courts and admits a sense of 
satisfaction when wrongdoers 
are successfully convicted. 

However, Cass admits the 
sights she comes across in her 
job can be difficult to deal with. 

“It can be upsetting, but you 
have to try to be calm. We are 
dealing with people who are the 
victims of crime and we don’t 
want to make the situation worse 
for them. You don’t become 
immune to things but you do find 
different ways to deal with it. You 
remind yourself you’re doing 
something to help other people.” 

Cass’ shift patterns mean she 
doesn’t get much time to watch 
police shows on TV any more, 
but she is now a much more 
clued-up viewer than when she 
started as a 19-year-old rookie. 

“In reality you have to be so, 
so careful that you aren’t dis¬ 
turbing anything - we use step¬ 
ping plates so you don’t disturb 
the scene. But on TV you see 
detectives in their suits walking 
all over scenes and smoking 
everywhere. It’s all very glam¬ 
orous - and ridiculous!”

FAMILIES in Crouch End are being 
encouraged to get closer to the food on 
their dinner plates in a tasty vegetable 
box scheme link-up with a farm. 

Residents have been receiving boxes 
crammed with vegetables, fruit and meat 
weekly for several weeks since organis¬ 
ers forged a relationship with Church 
Farm in Ardeley, near Stevenage. The 
More Than A Box scheme teaches fami¬ 
lies about where their food comes from 
and involves them visiting the farm and 
chatting with farmer Tim Waygood, even 
helping to grow the veg they will eat. 

Jo Foster, from the Sustainable 
Haringey network, said: “It came from 
an idea in America, where people are 
trying to save farmland, and so commu¬ 
nities have developed a special relation¬ 


ship with a particular 
farm. The idea is not 
just to distribute food Fair meal: Sam Henderson with a box of produce 
to people but to get from Church Farm, which delivers once a week 


them to join in and see 

how it’s done, seeing the animals and 

how things are grown. 

“It involves people taking responsi¬ 
bility for the food they eat rather than 
just going to the shop and buying what¬ 
ever is cheapest. People need to under¬ 
stand why some food is more expensive 
than others. 

“We’ve already been up to the farm 
twice and it’s lovely. The train runs to 
Stevenage from Finsbury Park or 
Alexandra Palace, so it is accessible for 
people living in Crouch End.” 

In what organisers believe is the first 


scheme of its kind in the UK, a refriger¬ 
ated van drops off the boxes each Thurs¬ 
day evening outside the Haelan Centre in 
The Broadway. 

Sam Henderson from the Agrarian 
Renaissance group, who is closely 
involved with the farm, said: “By mak¬ 
ing direct connections between farms 
and people, we can build new food sys¬ 
tems based on real value and mutual 
relationships, instead of apparent cheap¬ 
ness and exploitation.”

Jonathan Lovett reviews 
Othello on the lawn at 
Lauderdale House 


IT’S gone 11 pm, we’re in the open 
air, and the night’s bite has taken 
a seat beside us. 

But not one person has left. 
Attention is fixed on a small pool 
of light in which lie the Moor, his 
wife and her serving maid. 

Veni Vidi Theatre Company don’t 
hang around for long at Lauderdale 
House, but when they do they 
make the most of it. At three hours 
and 45 minutes, this is the longest 
Shakespeare I have seen in north 
London - the question is why they 
only perform here for four nights 
when the production qualities are 
this high. 

Almost perversely they’ve placed 
obstacles in their path for this 
year’s show: a tragedy rather than 
the more obvious alfresco fare of 
comedy, the running length, and a 
decision to perform in the round 
rather than the more traditional 
head-on, proscenium style staging. 

But it works thanks to the clear, 
crisp direction of Natalie-Anne 


Downs and a terribly believable 
performance from Rob Maloney as 
lago, offering a cerebral interpreta¬ 
tion of the arch-villain redundant of 
crowd-pleasing asides and pan¬ 
tomime gestures. 

Downs is an actors’ director. Giv¬ 
ing them every possibility to shine, 
she rejects theatrical gimmicks for 
an old-fashioned focus on perfor¬ 


mance. This means this production 
may lack a little imagination to 
make it outstanding, but she 
makes up for it by letting Shake¬ 
speare’s timeless tale of love and 
jealousy weave its magic. In the 
second half, as the night and the 
tale take on a darker hue, we find 
ourselves transfixed to the action 
like a moth to the light.

SWOOPING into Brookmans out of 
the torrential August rain, we three 
gannets must have looked a bit like 
something the cat dragged in. 

But we weren’t aware of our 
bedraggled appearance until, 
perched in the sparkling bar, we had 
leisure to catch ourselves in the 
floor-to-ceiling mirrors. 

It was then that we realised we 
had stumbled into all the glitz and 
glamour of Footballers’ Wives. 
Female diners, coiffed and dressed 
to the nines, clacked across the 
sleek timber floors, reflected in the 
glory of a thousand chandeliers. The 
men lounged in golfwear looking 
tanned and taut, propping up the 
immaculately lit bar. 

We suddenly felt outclassed and 
very underdressed. And, to make us 


feel even more like pariahs, Baby 
Gannet had started a mammoth 
squawking session which cleared 
our whole area. However, our 
waiters were all smiles and reassur¬ 
ance and gave us just the right 
amount of time to relax in our plush 
leather booth and settle BG with 
some crayons. 

After ordering, we wandered 
around to look at the expansive 
restaurant, bar and deli, complete 
with a chic outdoor decking zone - 
a perfect setting for Hello-style wed¬ 
dings, bar mitzvahs and birthdays. 

If I’m honest, I really wanted to 
dislike the food, thinking Brookmans 


was bound to be more style than 
substance. However, chicken livers 
on toast (£5.95) perked me up, with 
its freshly meaty and iron-y zing. 
Pan-fried duck breast on a bed of 
mash and my stunning aubergine 
and goats cheese risotto (£13.95 for 
both) upped the ante even further, 
melting in the mouth and proving 
aubergines can be tender and tasty 
- not the fat-sponge of the vegetable 
world. Gypsy Gannet took a look at 
the dessert menu and crumbled. 
However his one gripe was that his 
apple crumble (£5.50) didn’t have 
enough custard and the crunchy 
topping was placed on artily rather 


than with a trowel, as he likes it. My 
chocolate fondant (£5.50) was a 
soft-centred heaven and the trump 
card in a skilful meal. What’s more, 
seeing our bill, we realised we had 
haphazardly ordered from the set 
menu (£15 for two courses, £18 for 
three - menu changes regularly), 
making it a bargain to boot. 

We were impressed and plan to 
return for more - we’ll just make sure 
to book the hairdresser, and baby¬ 
sitter, before our next visit.

TAKEN with a pinch of the white 
stuff this is pretty enjoyable in a 
brain-melting, popcorn-munching, 
let’s worship-at-the-altar-of-Angelina 
kind of way. 

Serendipitously coming on the 
back of the exposure of Anna Chap¬ 
man and her undercover spy mates 
in America, it’s rather more cynically 
an effort to jump on the Bourne 
bandwagon with Salt as a sexier, 
younger sister of Jason Bourne. 

Introduced to Evelyn Salt in a 
North Korean jail we soon realise 
she is not all she seems as, after 
screaming that she is “not a spy” at 
her captors, she is presented on her 
release as the Jane Bond of US 
undercover CIA operatives. 

Flash forward a few years and 
Salt is interviewing a Russian defec¬ 
tor in Washington who informs her 
the Russian president will shortly be 
murdered by a Soviet spy working 
deep undercover called... take a 
wild guess... Evelyn Salt! 

Thus begins an extremely twisty 
turny thriller with lots of double-cross¬ 
ings and double-agents which keeps 
you hooked through its high-octane 
energy and some delightfully ridicu¬ 
lous handbrake U-turns in the plot. 

Not to be left out, Angelina trans¬ 


forms herself from blonde to goth 
black half way the film, to mirror her 
character’s journey, and there’s also 
some good old-fashioned hokum in 
the resurrection of hostilities 
between America and Russia. 

It’s all building to something called 
“Day X” when sleeper Soviet cells 
in the US will suddenly be activated 
and rise up against the capitalist 
pigs. Yeah right!! 

Held up to closer examination 
however, those great believability 
chasms make this a world apart from 


the great Cold War thrillers such as 
Three Days Of The Condor while its 
flattering comparison to Bourne and 
Bond only extends to the serious, 
kick-ass qualities of the highly 
watchable star that is Ms Jolie.

Success secrets at a Montessori school 



A THREE-year-old girl carefully 
pours dried beans from one jug 
to another. Her friend thought¬ 
fully polishes a silver cup, while 
across the room a boy practises rolling 
up a canvas mat. It is just another 
morning at a Montessori nursery 
From the moment children arrive at 
the Scout Hall in Wilson Street, they 
enter a shrunken reality - a miniature 
world known as “The Children’s 
House”. Shelves are at their level and 
they are free to explore; armchairs, 
tables and chairs are child-size and there 
is a water source low enough for them to 
clean their paintbrushes and easels. 

Sara Giwa-McNeil, who founded 
the nursery almost a year ago, knows 
only too well how difficult it is to 
find the right nursery for your child. 
As a mother-of-three who previously 
lived in Dublin, she had a tough time 
finding the right pre-school for her 
eldest child. 

On visits to her local park in Ireland, 
she regularly noticed the “investigating 
nature” of a group of children from the 
local Montessori nursery. “I read up on 
Montessori and fell in love with it. I 
kept thinking that it made sense,” says 
Sara. “It is the whole method of allow¬ 
ing children to become independent 
and encouraging them to learn life 
skills through their own experiences.” 

Once back in London, Sara, who 
formerly worked at the Financial Ser¬ 
vices Authority, did a two-year inten¬ 
sive evening course at the Association 
Montessori Internationale and later 


taught at two north London Montessori 
schools, Holly Park in Crouch End and 
The Montessori House in Muswell Hill. 

Montessori, founded by Italian doc¬ 
tor Maria Montessori in 1929, is a 
method of educating children which 
highlights the development of a child’s 
own initiative and natural abilities, 
particularly through practical play. 
The morning session lasts for three 
hours and there is no fixed timetable; 


groups occur spontaneously rather 
than at fixed times and classes always 
maintain a mixed age group. 

Sara said: “From nought to six years 
old, our children’s brains are like 
sponges. They store information, quan¬ 
tify it and compartmentalise it. 

“It is so important to provide a rich 
and varied environment for our chil¬ 
dren to grow within.” 

She added that there is often a

misconception that Montessori is too 
rigid and the children have to work all 
the time with no time to socialise. 

“Children in our classroom are 
given the freedom to choose their 
own activity and the opportunity to 
explore it without the constraints of 
timetables,” said Sara. “As children 
play they are unaware of the develop¬ 
mental aims behind each activity. 

“The materials used in Montessori 
are specifically designed so children 
are learning through play, but there is 
always a purpose and an aim.” 

Natural materials are central to the 
Montessori method. At Montessori-on- 
the-Green, children arrive each morn¬ 
ing to fresh flowers in china vases on 
their work tables. “There’s no trickery 
- this is how it is. We try to live in real¬ 
ity. We give children real experiences, 
so they have natural materials around 
them,” said Sara. “We present activi¬ 
ties and they go away and interpret 
what we have done”. 

Putting two to six-year-olds in a 
natural environment where they are 
allowed to pour their own drink of 
water often leads to spillages, but this 
is part of the real-life experience. 


Other experiences include regular 
trips to nearby parks, where the chil¬ 
dren learn about the changing seasons 
and study the wildlife in the lake, and 
current affairs, with recent events 
such as the volcanic eruption in Ice¬ 
land discussed in class. 

But with a number of established 
nurseries already in the area, how 
could Sara be sure that there would be 
demand for a pure Montessori school? 

“I thought there would be other 
parents like me who would be inter¬ 
ested in the Montessori method. 
Also, an analysis on childcare provi¬ 
sion in the borough and where the 
shortfalls were predicted a shortfall 
because of the baby boom for 
2008-12. I thought it would be a 
great opportunity,” said Sara. 

And with the backing of the Maria 
Montessori Institute in Hampstead, 
whose head of schools has mentored 
Montessori-on-the-Green from day 
one and regularly observes the chil¬ 
dren, there is always someone to turn 
to for advice. The mentor will ensure 
that the nursery’s activities cover all 
aspects of child development - intel¬ 
lectual, physical and social. 

“The children’s sole aim is to 
develop themselves and develop 
their own personalities; children are 
allowed to be self-confident without 
failing. They challenge themselves,” 
added Sara.

Increase in mortgage 
lending could lead to 



MORE people will soon be in a position to 
buy a home of their own. So says 
Paragon Mortgages’ Financial Adviser 
Confidence Tracker survey, which 
forecasts a 7.2 per cent quarter-on- 
quarter increase in mortgage business 
during the third quarter. 

Any rise in mortgage lending would be 
great news for prospective homebuyers, 
many of whom have found mortgages 
harder to come by in the past two years, 
due to a reduction in the number of 
mortgage products available following the 
credit crunch. 

Mortgage finance is vital to enable most 
people to buy a property, including 
investors seeking to make a living from 
the residential sector. After all, long-term 
mortgage debt can be used as a tool to 
create wealth through well-researched 
buy-to-let property investments. 

Property investors can use mortgage 
debt to finance property assets which will 
produce a rental income and eventually 
lead to capital growth. 

Unlike some other investment assets, 
property investors can use mortgage 
finance, otherwise known as leverage or 
gearing, to maximise potential gains on a 
property investment. 

If a flat purchased in cash for £150,000 
appreciated by 10 per cent in value when 
resold in the future, the homeowner would 
have made a 10 per cent profit of 
£15,000, while any rental income 


received would have been fully taxable. 

However, if an investor purchased the 
same £150,000 property with a £75,000 
mortgage, then the actual profit on their 
initial investment (£15,000) would have 
doubled to 20 per cent. Furthermore, 
property investors could claim tax relief 
on their buy-to-let mortgage interest. 

While mortgage debt could maximise 
returns, it could also increase losses - so 
anyone seeking to invest in property 
should not overstretch themselves, and 
have savings in place to cover any 
potential future shortfalls. But, historically, 
property prices have typically moved in 
upward cycles of boom, bust and stability.

AN INSPIRED display from goalkeeper 
Joe Hart denied Tottenham all three points 
at White Hart Lane on Saturday as Spurs 
boss Harry Redknapp conceded his side 
could not have given any more. 

Redknapp’s men dominated the first 
half of this Premier League curtain-raiser 
against Roberto Mancini’s big-spending 
Manchester City outfit, but were thwarted 
time and again by the excellence of Hart 
throughout the first 45 minutes, while the 
lively Gareth Bale also struck the post 
after giving Micah Richards a torrid time 
down the left flank. 

Hart made super saves to deny Jermain 
Defoe twice from close range and Benoit 
Assou-Ekotto, as well as palming away a 
long-distance strike from Tom Huddle- 
stone as City struggled to deal with the 
tempo dictated by the home side. 

However, the visitors were improved 
after the break and Shaun Wright-Phillips 
should have handed them the lead when 


he beat the offside trap, only to take far 
too long to pull the trigger, allowing 
Benoit Assou-Ekotto to get back and 
make a recovery tackle. 

Hart made further saves from 
Roman Pavlyuchenko and Aaron 
Lennon before Bale wasted a 
chance to seal the win late on as he

“Hart was in great form,” 
Redknapp said. “The young kid 
had a great day. We had so many 
chances in the first half, but we 
just couldn’t beat him. 

“The way we played, the intensity of our 
game, our passing and the way we pressed 
them, I couldn’t ask for more. We were 
fantastic. 

“It was difficult to keep it up in the sec¬ 
ond half and they got more possession 
than they did in the first half. 

“They overloaded the midfield and 
we’ve just run out of steam, but overall it 
was a great performance.”
